The body was found about 2:30 this morn- 
ing, and was so burned as to render regos- 
nition impossible. 

The missing man is GUbert, a hostler, and 
as he has not been seen since the fire it is 
believed that it is his body that has just 
been. found. 

The body was accidentally discovered by 
the firemen while at work on the ruins, 
and Chief Joyner was at once nofified. 

There is little left to identify the remains 
as that of a human. Both legs and arms 
are burned off and the trunk and.head re- 
main. The place where the body was 
found is in the rear of the Palace stables, 
and the idea is advanced that the deceased 
was asleep in one of the cabs. The body 
has not been removed and ‘it lies in the 
ruins surrounded by the burned carcasses 
of a number of dead horses. 

. A Rapid Blaze. 

The fire was first discovered in the rear 
of the Palace stables; and was well under 
way before the alarm was turned in. The 
Palace stables was an old structure of woo 
with tin roof, and before the department

In this building and in the stables of 
Milam & Patterson it is estimated that 
there were one hundred and fifty horses, 
and almost all of these escaped or were 
run out. At the hour of going to press, as 
the horses were wildly scattered all over 
the city, it was impossible to accurately es- 
timate the number lost, but it ts thought 
that not over twenty were burned to death. 

The speed of the flames was:rapid and 
the American hotel, adjoining the Palace 
stables, was soon on fire.

SHE PREFERS MR. CLEVELAND 


The German Press Says the Democratic 
Administration 


1S RESPONSIBLE FOR THE APPARENT CHANGE 


Crusade Against tle Socialists Now on 
in the Way of Trials—Bismarck 
in Good Health. 


Berlin, May 17.—The approaching presi- 
dential campaign in the -United. States is 
exciting unusual interest throughout -Ger- 
Marry, particularly. in the manufacturing 
circles, in consequence of the prospect that 
McKinley will be successful in securing the 
nomination: in the republican convention, 
with more than even chances of his elec- 
‘tion. 

Mr. McKinley’s ‘success in the election 
next. fall is greatly dreaded here, as his 
election would be regarded as an inevitable 
return to extreme protection in the United 
States. 

In an article:on the subject The North 


‘German Gazette ascribes Mr. McKinley's 


renewed popularity in the states to..the 
fact that the masses are realizing, by ex- 
perience, that the democratic party during 
its present administration of the govern- 
ment has been unable to achieve the 
economic wonders which were so freely 
promised in the last presidential camypeigen. 
The Vossosche Zeitung laments the deep 
wounds which McKinleyism has afflicted 
upon trade and exchange, and expresses

The Berlin papers discuss at length the 
possibilities of reaction from the recent 
drift of McKinleyism in the United States, 
especially if Mr. Cleveland should allow 
himself to be persuaded to accept the 
democratic candidacy for a third term. 

The All-Deutschen Blatter, a journal 
most advanced in colonial jingoism, waxes 
wroth in behalf of the German 
planter, Bulow, against the action 
of the American chief justice 
of Samoa, Mr. H.-C. Ide, in re- 
fusing to deal with certain complaints 
made by Bulow against native Samoans 
because the charges were lodged in the 
German language, which Judge Ide does 
not understand. Pursuing the subject, the 
paper remarks that the Germans in Samoa 
pay more than two-thirds of Judge Ide’s 
Salary, and demands that the German 
government intervene to the end of se- 
curing fair treatment of Germans comin® 
under his jurisuiction.

HARRITY SACK FROM THE WEST 


Says He Has Not Been to Michigan in 
_ Mr. Cleveland’s Interest. 
Philadelphia, Pa., May 17.—Chairman W. 
F. Harrity, of the democratic national com- 
mittee, who has been in the west for the 
past ten days, returned to Philadelphia this 
afternoon. 
Mr. Harrity went to Chicago to attend 
the meeting of the committee having charge 
of the arrangements for the democratic na- 
tidnal convention. Afterwards he went 
trout fishing on the Boule river, Wis., as 
the guest of H. Clay Pierce, of St. Louls. 
The question concerning the published ru- 
mor that his stay in the west was due to 
the fact thAt he was on a political mission 
in the interest of President Cleveland, and 
that he was in Michigan in conference with 
General Don M. Dickinson for the purpose 
of aiding the candidacy of Mr. Cleveland 
for a «hird term, Mr. Harrity replied: 
“There is no foundation for that state- 
ment. I was not in Michigan and I did 
not see Don M. Dickinson at all.” 
Mr..Harrity further said: 
“The name of ex-Governor Pattison, of 
Pennsylvania, is spoken of very favorably 
by many prominent democrats for the pres- 
idency, and his strength and availibility 
are generally conceded. In every place the 
chief inquiry is as to what the republican 
and democratic national conventions will 
do On the currency question. After looking 
over the entire field I feel confident that the 
democratic national convention will de- 
clare for the soundest kind of sound money, 
ane that, too, by a decisive majority.”’ 
“Will the free silver people bolt the con- 
vention?’ Mr. Harrity was asked. 
“IT do not think. so. “The will of the ma- 
jority ought to prevail. Those who enter 
a political conference, caucus or convention 
should be willing to abide by the decision 
of the majority, and for my part, I think 
the men who declare that they will with- 
draw from the convention if their views are 
not adopted, or their candidates not nomi- 
nated, should be eycluded from the conven- 
tion. No man should be admitted as a 
delegate who is not prepared to acquiesce 
in the will of the majority of the conven- 
tion. This rule should apply to sound 
money people and free silver people alike.” 

“What about Mr.*Cleveland? Is he a 
candidate for the nomination?’ 

“T do not think so, but upon that subject 
I have no definite or positive Knowledge. 
I can only repeat what I have before stated, 
that I have not yet seen or heard anything 
that leads.me to believe that Mr. Cleve- 
land either seeks or desires to be a candi- 
date. He is always able to express himseif 
in such a way as to be easily understood. 
In the absence of an intimation from Mr. 
Cleveland himself, or from some of his close 
friends, it is generally assumed that he is 
neither willfng nor anxious to be nominated 
at Chicago. This is only my indivdual 
opinion. I give’it for what it is worth, and 
I’ do so as a friend, admirer and supporter 
of President Cleveland. 

‘‘After all,’’ Mr. Harrity concluded, “the 
contest at Chicago will be for principles, 
not for men. The candidates will, in a 
measure, be lost sight of until after the 
platform of principles has been adopted. 
Once a sound platform has been prepared, 
it will be an easy matter to find a man fit 
fo lead the democratic party in the cam-

DEAD IN TEXAS 
One Hundred and ri New Graves 


Have Been Made, 
THE UNDERTAKERS STILL BUSY 


Every Day More Dead Are Being: Pick- 
ed Up by the Searchers. 


WHILE THE ~ WOUNDED ARE  DVING 


The Country in a Destitute Condition, 
The Physicians Are Doing Hard 
Work—Other Storms. 


Sherman, Tex., May 17.—S8ix people »in- 
jured in Friday’s cyclone died here *today. 
Their nanfes are: 
NELLIE SLOGAN, nine 
CHARLES WEDDLE. 
MRS. L¥MAN AND CHILD. 
UNIDENTIFIBD WOMAN.’ 

It was learned this afternoon that the 
Dooley family, consisting of father, mother 
and four children, living on -Grass hill, 
were blown away in the storm and as 
rone of them has been heard from it ts 
believed all are dead. The spot where their 
house stood was swept bare. 

The death list now reaches 10. L. H. 
Montgomery, a furniture dealer, whose fam- 
ily, consisting of a wife and three chinuren, 
perished, is now confined in jail, a raving

maniac. 
The people of Sherman have buried the 
dead and’are taking care of the wounded, 
but fully 700 people in the city and county 
are’ left destitute. 

Death and Devastation. 

News was receivd here tonight from 
Drs. Hastings and Morrer, of Howe, who 
went’ with the Carpenters Bluff searching 
and relief party, state that at Carpenters 
Bluff five are dead and eight more seriously 
injured. The relief committee left Denison 
at 9 o’clock this morning and have been 
laboring among the dying all day. This 
news was brought in by members of the 
committee who returned for additional 
aid. . 
The loss is so much greater than was an- 
ticipated that floats have been pressed 
into service to supply the stricken districts 
with bandages, medicines and food. 

About forty people are hometess and half- 
clad and without means. 

Houses Tossed Upon an Island. 

Two houses which were known to have 
been occupied were picked up and set on an 
island in Red river. The searchers dis- 
covered them about 4 o’clock this after- 
noon and work of preparing rafts on which 
to reach them was begun. Both houses 
are lying on their sides. It is supposed 
that the bodies of those who occupied them 
are within.

At 11 o’clock the 
wind, which was blowing from a south- 
westerly direction, freshened considerably 
and it looked as if the fire would cover a 
much larger terftiory than was burning 
at that time. Fottunately the wing quiet- 
ed in short. while and the danger of further 
casualties was over.

The startling crusade against socialists 
inaugurated last September by Herr von 
Koeller, the Prussian minister of the in- 
terior, upon which occasion the houses 
of many prominent socialists throughout 
Germany, including the residences of sev- 
eral leading socialist members of the reich- 
stag, were raided and matty important 
documents were secured by the police, to- 
gether with subsequent arrests of socialists 
and seizures of letters, books, etc., are 
having a sequel in the Berlin courts in the 
trial of forty-seven socialists under charges 
of lese majeste, sedition, and the like. 
Among tke defendants in these trials are 
Herrer Auer, Bebel Singer and Gerisch, 
prominent members of the socialist party 
in the reichstag. At the opeaing of the 
trial, which began on May 15th, the judge 
remarked that the question at issue was 
whether there had been any breach of the 
laws governing associations, and warned 
the defendants that he would not permit 
any political declanations in the course of 
the proceedings: The public prosecutor 
declared that the documents which had 
been sécured by the police in the house of 
the defendants proved the existence of a 
secret organization which was in com- 
munication with various branches through 
secret agents, Herr Auer denied the truth 
of the public prosecutor’s assertions, and 
the trial was adjourned. The charges 
against the accused socialists are based 
upon the Prussian assoctations law enacted 
| by the Prussfan diet in 1858. The convic- 
tion of the defendants is extremely doubt- 
ful, but in any event the case is likely to 
arouse attention to the various laws re- 
lating to associations which are enforced 
in different parts of the empire, and lead 
to the framing of an imperial law which 
will remove the vexatious | restrictions 
which exist in Prussia and other sections 
of the empire.

The Negroes Have Been Warned To 


Leave the Land of Flowers. 
Tampa, Fla., May 17.—A bad state of af- 
fairs prevails in Manatee county, which ad- 
joins Hillshorough on the south. A few 
days ago, near Palmetto, a negro fired into 
a posse of white men, shooting down Sam- 
uel Hughes, HE, R. Sanchez and Henry 
Gaines, he whites wanted the negro's 
son, who had whipped a white boy. The 
negro and his boy escaped. Since then 
bands of whites have been going about the 
county warning negroes to leave on pain 
of death. Many negro cabins have been 
fired into and it is said several®of the ne- 
groes have been killed and wounded. Near 
Palmetto many negroes’ houses have been 
burned. Several large truck growers have 
been warned to get rid of their negro help. 
The Manatee Lemon Company, which em- 
ploys about a hundred negroes, has not'a 
laborer left, all having fled in terror. Yes- 
4erday morning Manager Marvey, of the 
lemon company, found the following notice 
on his door: 

‘All negroes and whites who defend them 
must leave or be killed. 

“PRESIDENT OF WHITECAPS.” 
Nearly all the Megroes have left and the 
truck growers will suffer, as their crops 
cannot be gathered. ® 
The beiter element of the whites met in 
mass meeting at Braidentown yesterday 
and denounced the outrages. They also 
resolved to arm themselves and protect’ the 
negroes fr om the whi te caps.

| uncer i disadvantages as tt At- 
lanta fireppartment last night.

The -mom@t Cap Joyner arrived on the 
scene he tgrned in the 3-3-3 alarm, which 
calls out eyery wagon and steamer in the 
fire department. 

With a rus: and a whirl the apparatuses 
‘were soon inposition, and in less than ten 
minutes afte: the alarm was turned in 
teri streams of water were playing on fhe 
fire at the, most advantageous places. In 
a very short while the number was in- 
creased to fifteen, and then the firemen 
were well at werk. 

On Decatur Street. 

Those who were at work on the Decatur 
street portion of the fire are especially to 
be praised. They stod] at their posts 
like heroes, and thoughiat times it seem- 
ed as though their ve skin would be 
burned. off their bodies, fey still remained 
at their places until cabd away by their 
chief. At one place og Decatur street .a 
number of firemen heg@#P\arge of a stream, 
and so intense was t neat that the. hose 
burned completely up Within ten feet of 
where they were at work, heir suffering 
was so great that at times it,fcame neces- 
sary for them to throw whter over each 
other in order to keep thelr clo ‘ing from 
scorching. 

At times the flames ghot ofross Decatur 
street so far that the buildings on the 
opposite side were sevémal times in great 
danger of catching, samuch so that the 
attention of the firementhad tobe directed 
toward saving them, With the brisk breeze 
blowing and the narrgwness of Decatur 
street, it seems almost fmpossibie that the 
buildings on the other gide did not catch 
fire, and it is orly on gtcount of the ex- 
cellent work of the firemen and the cool 
heads that direded ther work that the 
opposite block wis saved, 

The great crows of people that were ill 
kept away by th policemen were a great 
bother to the femen, and, though they 
lent very valuafle assistance at times, 
it would have beg better if they had been 
kept out of the fay. 

A smail portio# of the Markham house 
was saved, but i became such a furnace 
of flame in such « short time that the fire- 
men were unable to get near enough to 
work to much acvantage. 

At first it was sot thought that the Mark- 
ham house would eatch, but before the 
chief and his men had any idea that, it 
Was on fire, the portion of it between the 
roof and ceiling was oné mass of flames. 
The roof of the hotel wa built in such a 
peculiar way that it only helped the flames 
to advance. Tiere is an open space be- 
tween the roofand ceilingused for ventila- 
tion purposes, :nd it was fi this place that 
the flames sta‘ted beforethe firemen had 
any idea that he place was on fire. And it 
was not untilCap Joyner ind a squad of 
men went up on the top floor of the build- 
ing to work or the back part of it that the 
flames were dscovered, and ther they had 
gained too mich headway to be stopped. 
Chief*Joyner, with a hardful of men, 
up in the ‘garet and fought the hellish 
flames until they wete forced to back out 
in order to sage their lives from the burn- 
ing pieces of wood that dropped on and 
around them, ¥ 

Wres in the Way. 
The wires, both dectric light and 
telephone, hanpered the work of the fire- 
men to a larg extent, an] it was not until 
the fire was almost umer control that 
they were ou' of the way. All of the wires 
were live wires, and when they fell and 
crossed each other qa grmt sheet of blu- 
ish fire shot up from them and sent: the 
crowds back at a rapid rate. 
The large fre engine that was named af- 
ter the four Joyner boys-was out and at 
work last night for fhe third time, and 
gave valuable assistance. This engine is 
one of the most powerful in the country, 
and it sends a stream of water that takes 
five men to hold it, 
The large extensign ladder of No. 2? 
was brought into seryice, and was used to 
advantage on the front of the Markham 
house. It sent @ stream of water on the 
roof of the building and did work that 
otherwise would haye gone undone. On the 
railroad side of the Markham house four 
streams of water plgyed, and though the 
men had fo keep their eyes 0D the wails 
that were almost swaying 4nd ready to fall, 
good work was doneithere 
Every one who sag the work of the fire- 
men were loud in their praise of them, 
and Cap Joyner, Apsist t Chief Cum- 
‘mings and Foreman’ ‘emne! received con-

On account of the smallness of the fire 
department it was necessary to take men 
who were hard at work out of service and 
Send them to the nearest engine houses 
after hose. In this way a lot of valuable 
time was lost through no fault of the -fire- 
men. 

The water pressure was the best that it 
has ever been at a large fire. The engines 
at the water works were running as fast as 
it was ‘possible and not break any. pipe, 
@n accident which would have been fatal. 

What Joyner Says. 

“No, this is not the. largest fire that 
Atlanta ever had,” said Chief Joyner last 
night during a resting spell, in answer to 
a question; “but it came very near being 
the largest by a large majority. 

“‘When I came down Decatur street and 
Saw the flare of the flames I was sur- 
prised that the fire could have gained such 
a headway without those in the neighbor- 
hood being able to send in an alarm sooner. 
As soon as I saw that the fire had spread 
into the livery stable and was likely to 
reach the Markham house I immediately 
sent in the general alarm and called every 
apparatus in the city. 

“IT was soon able to get fifteen streams 
of water on the fire, and though that 
number may seem large, it was hardly 
enough for the size and strength of the 
fire with which I had to contend. I was 
well pleased with the way in which the 
wagons answered the alarm; every one of 
them camre to the scene of the fire in a 
very short time, and made the best runs 
that they have ever made. 

‘“‘We certainly had to do some hard fight- 
ing to keep the fire from crossing Decatur 
street and I am proud of the men who were 
at work on that portion of the fire. They 
stayed at their posts until they were 
obliged to leave on account of the intense 
heat, the line of hose that they were us- 
ing even burning within a few feet of 
where they stood. 

“Those little, old one-story buildings on 
Decatur street were dry as they could pos- 
sibly be-and when once they caught they 
burned like so much tinder. The loss will 
most likely amount to a large sum of 
money, but with the difficulties under 
which we labored when fighting: that fire, 
I think that we did well to Keep it con- 
fined in that block. It took_some_hard 
work to keep it there and every man in 
the department worked like a Trojan. 

The ‘Pressure Good. 

“As soon as the ‘fire was well under 
headway I received a telephone nfessage 
from the water works asking me how 
many streams of water I had on the fire. I 
told then? that there were fifteen at 
work and more wold probably be put on. 
On learning the large amount of streams 
that I had on the fire the pressure was at 
once increased and were kept up all the 
way through as well as I wanted it. At- 
lanta has 2 fine waterworks and it show. 
ed its true value tonight. 

Larger Department Needed. 

“One thing that worried me more than 

anything else was the fact that my de- 


continually taking men from work and 
sending them after hose, the number of 
feet that I had at the fire not being suffi- 
though there were seven wagons 
carrying 1,100 feet each. I have always 
advocated a larger department and to- 
night the need of an increase Was plainly 
shown. 

“Now, suppose that a fire had broken 
out in ‘some other portion of the city. 
Every feet of hose that had been in the 
wagons was in use, every Man was hard 
at work and every apparatus was at the 
scene of the fire. If a fire alarm had been 
received it woyld have been necessary for 
me to take seven men out of service, cut 
off a line of hose, pile it in a wagon and 
send them to the fire. All the time that 
they would -have been getting ready to go 
to the fire valuable time would have been 
lost, and if the fire should happen to 
ne in’ the center of the city it would gain 
such headway that I could never get it 
unter control. The fire tonight should be 
taken as an example of what might hap- 
pen. With two more hcse wagons and 
two new engine houses I should have 
been able to have kept the city under 
fire protection and -have fought the fire 
with better success. 

“T think that my men have all done ex- 
cellent work and I am more than pleased 
with them. They risked their lives hun- 
dreds of times and staid in places where 
the fire was so hot that it singed their 
mustaches, but not a-man moved from 
his place until.ordered down. 

“T think that we did wel! to keep the 
fire confined to the one Dblock, for with a 
little more headway it would have gotten 
entirely beyond my control.” 

_ Men Congratulated. 

Chief Joyner and his brave men received 
many congratulations from the onlookers 
and every one was of the opinion that 
they had done a good day’s work in keep- 
ing «the fire within the limits of one 
block. 

Several times the buildings on the op- 
posite side of Decatur street caught fire 
and one or two buildings near the Boys’ 
High school were set on fire by sparks. 
These were watched with an eagle’s eye 
and no damage was done to them. 

As the fire began to grow in strength 
a slight breeze sprang up and blew sparks 
around for blocks, so that every one 
who possesd’ garden hose had it out pour- 
ing water on the roof of their houses, 

How It Started. 

The fire, it seems, started in the little 
fish market next to the livery stable. The 
man who owns the place has a gasoline 
oil stove on which he cooks fish. He left 
his place yesterday afternoon or night 
and left the stove burning and it,.in somie 
mysterious manner exploded, causing thous- 
ands of dollars worth of damage. 

W ben the stove first exploded it was not 
discovered, and it was not until the oil 
had soaked the wood and made the place 
one mass of flames that a man passing by 
happened to see it. The alarm was then 
turned in, 
rived the stable was on fire. 

Did Fine Work. 

The firemen and their noble “chief de- 
serve all the praise and credit that can 
be given them. They did a piece of work 
last night that has never been surpassed, 


and through their hard work and timely 
arrival saved the citizens thousands of dol- 


lars. They were placed at a disadvantage, 
it is true, but their work last night, in the 


opinion of all present, was the equal of 
that done by any fire department in tne 
United States. 

Twenty Thousand There. 

The crowd was one of the peculiar char- 
acteristics of the fire. It. was wonderful 
where so many people came from in so 
short a space of time. In less than ten 
minutes after the alarm had been rung 
in there were no less than five thousand 
people on Decatur street, and in half an 
hour there were probably four times that 


number.

The Oid Markham Is Gone. 

The old Markham house, which 
Was once the pride of Atlanta for 
s0 many years, remains nothing but a 
smoldering shell as the monument to the 
hostlery that used to be the finest building 
in this section of the country. 

One of the most prominent citizens of the 
city was standing. in front of the ruins of 
the once famous hotel late last night, and 
as he gazed at the old femiliar spot, a 
feeling of inexpressible sadness was de- 
picted on his countenance. 

*“You know,” said he, “‘that it. makes Me 
feel mighty sad to see that old house in 
ruins. Somehow Atlanta would not seem 
the same old city to me without this fa- 
miliar landmark, and it has been so closely 
interwoven with the history of the city for 
so many years, that to a man who loves 
Atlanta as I do, it is rather hard to see the 
‘old Markham swept away.” 

The old gentleman slowly wiped the per- 
spiration from his brow, took one last, long 
look at the walls, then went away. 

A. Hotel Lodger Talks. 

J. B. Browning, a prominent commercial 
man from Louisville, Ky., was in the Mark- 
ham when the fire started, and gave a very 
graphic account of his experience, 

“Il was in Yyeoem Ma 226.° #on- 
tinued he, “and had just. retired 
about fifteen minutes before the fire broke 
out. I was soundly asleep when I was 
waked by an unusual light out of my 
window, which was open toward Decatur 
street. I saw a small blaze, but was not 
in the least frightened, but thought I had 
better get up and put on my clothes. It 
was not long before my room began to fill 
with smoke, and I had to get out. In 
about a minute, however, I went back and 
the smoke was so dense I could not stand 
it, so I grabbed my trunk and ran.. 

“I don’t think I ever saw so much ex- 
citement before at a fire. Men, women 
and children were scared to death, running 
in every direction; some half dressed, and 
others with their hands full of baggage. 
am confident that there were many who 
did not save a thing except the clothes 
they had on, and I never saw a fire spread 
so quickly in my life, I think my escape 
miraculous, and when I get back to Louis- 
ville I am going to join the church, the 
first thing I do.”’ 

Scenes on Collins Street. 

The scenes on Colligs street were pitiful 
at times. The women, as they saw the 
flames coming steadily toward their rooms, 
became hysterical and tears and screams 
were frequent. Many of the women lost 
valuable jewelry and other property be- 
cause they did not have presence of mind 
enough to direct their removal 

The inmates of the Chinese laundry on 
Decatur street were the source of consid- 
erable amusement to the crowds Of spec- 
tatcrs. Apparently aH of the Chinamen 
in town were on hand to assist in the re- 
moval of the paraphernalia of the laundry 
and the excited Mongoliars kept up a 
jabbering that reminded ore somewhat of 
the language cf a lot of simians rather 
than human beings. 

When the fire was first discovered and 
the Markham house threatened, al! of the 
call bells in the rouse were start d ringing 
and until all the upper floors had falleu 
in they kept up a constant ringing 

The Jewish merchants along Decatur 
street were greatly excited and their ef- 
forts to save their stocks of goods were 
active and accompanied by a jargon such 
as is seldom heard in Atlanta. One mo- 
ment they would speak in Rugsian to be 
replied to by an assistant in German. Then

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DEBS AT COLUMBUS 


The Labor Leader Addressed a Large 
Audience Yesterday. 


SPEECH A CONSERVATIVE ONE 


Columbus’ Presidential Candidate. 
Wright Remains Bright and 
Cheerful in Jail. 


Columbus, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—Mr., 
Eugene V, Debs, president of the American 
Railway Union, and whose part as a labor 
leader and whose connection with the great 
Chicago strike has made his name famous 
throughout the entire country, spoke here 
this morning to an attentive audience of 
1,400 people. His address, which was de- 
livered at Springer opera house, lasting an 
hour and a half, was on the labor situa- 
tior, and he handled the subject in his 
usually interesting style. He is an orator 
of cosiderable personal magnetism, and he 
attracts many who do not fully agree with 
him in his ideas on the labor question. The 
assembly this morning was an orderly one, 
and, though at times there was applause, 
there were no violent manifestations. 

The audience was composed mostly of 
laboring men, though there were a few 
ladies among them. There were also quite 
a number there who -do not sympathize 
with Mr. Debs completely in his views, 
but who took advantage of the opportunity 
to hear him. The address was quite a con- 
servative one, indeed, no violent measures 
being advised. Most of the address con- 
sisted in describing the undesirable labor 
conditions now existing, 
of the dark side of life was given, and 
toward the last the orator touched upon 
what he considered the remedy. Organiza- 
tion, endurance, hopefulness: and self-im- 
provement were what he suggested. The 
audience gave him a respectful hearing 
throughout his address, and when he con- 
cluded many people went up on the stage 
and shook hands with him, 

Mr. Debs was introduced in a very ap- 
propriate talk’ by Colonel C. J. Thornton, 
who occupied a seat on the stage. He and 
Mr. Debs were the only occunants -f the 
Stage, Colonel Thornton is one of Colum- 
bus’s most prominent populisis, and was a 
candidate for congress last year from the 
fourth district. 

Mr. Debs’s address was very temperate 
throughout. He gave no direct advice to 
the factory operatives who recently struck 
here, and who go back to work tomorrow, 
the Eagle and Phenix mills reopening, 
only making one reference to the condition 
of affairs that has existed here. In making 
referene to a recent strike in Chicago, he 
said that ‘‘the strikers were driven into the 
service of employes through necessity, the 
same as some of you here.” 

In taking the stand that he has:‘in the 
labor question, Mr. Debs said that he 
cared not for the .condemnation of other 
people; the approval of his own conscieitce 
was all he wanted, H® gave a pathetic de- 
scription of northern sweatshop surround- 
ings, and in this connection quoted a few 
lines of Hood’s celebrated poem 
“Stitch, stitch,” etc., It was an easy thing, 
he said, for people living in comfortable 
houses to say that this or that was ‘not 
an opportune time for a strike,’’ etc, Let 
them put themselves in the operatives’ 
places, and they would appreciate the sit- 
uation more thoroughly. He did manual 
labor once, and now he was able to sympa- 
thize with others in their troubles. 

Debs on the Tramp. 

The tramp, he said, was the creature of 
modern civilization, and should be treated 
considerately, and give an opportunity of 
getting work, alse how could he redeem 
himself? Hie described the process of 
tramp-making, 
of criminals, and said the modern system 
of civilization was. to blame for it all. 
The tramp would work if he had it. There 
was something wrong somewhere. 

“Is there any excuse for the panic now 
existing in this country? It’s a banker’s 
panic, pure and simple, As long as a few 
men have control of the finances of the 
country, to the pauperizing of the many, 
this panic will continue. We have thou- 
sands-of sturdy workmen in this. country, 
and unsurpassed natural resources to sup- 
ply all our. needs; but everything is 
monopolized. Land is monopolized, money 
is monopolized, opportunities and resources 
are monoplized,”’ 

Mr. Debs referred to the combine of glass 
men up: north, who recently decided to 
shut down their factories through the sum- 
mer to increase’the price of window glass, 
thus throwing out of employment 15,000 
laborers, and impoverishing 60,000 people. 
The greed of the few will thus cause untold 
suffering to thousands, he said. Humanity 
did not figure in-the least in the. matter. 
It was the man versus the dollar, and the 
dollar won, as usual. He then referred to 
the coal and oil combines, saying the recent 
increase of the price of oil was pure rob- 
bery, and nothing else. When a man 
sought to expose these things, he was call- 
ed a demagogue; he yaccepted the compli- 
ment. (Cheers.) 

He drew a touching picture of the pov- 
erty existing in New York city, right under 
the shadow of Trinity church, where hand- 
some improvements amounting to thou- 
sands of dollars are being made, He spoke 
of evils caused-by the centralization of 
wealth. But he had faith in the laboring 
people. They had begun to think. They 
must now read more. They must improve 
themselves. They must study more. 
man who does this is doing his full share 
in solving the labor problem.’”’ But little 
progress had heen made yet, but the time 
was coming when the. labor man would 
extricate himself from present conditions 
and he recognized. In conclusion, he recited 
two stirring poems about the steady march 
of labor, comparing it to Columbus's steady, 
unfaltering voyage across the deep At- 


lantic. 

At the conclusion of the address, Mr. 
Debs was cheered heartily. After the 
speaking, Mr. Debs was seen by your cor- 
respondent, who asked him if he would he 
a presidential candidate, as it was rumored 
he might he.

Has the Problem Been Solved? 
Professor Bell, who has already made 
the world his debtor for the invention 
of the telephone, has brought forward a 
machine which solves the question of 
aerial navigation. The machine, how- 
ever, is not one of Professor Bell’s in- 
ventions, und he is merely entitled to 
its discovery. | 
For many years frequent and fatal 
attempts have been made to explore the 
upper region, but until now these efforts 


have been amusing but for the tragic 
loss of life by which they have been ac- 
companied. 

Professor Bell has spent several years 
in the study of this important question 
and believes that the probleni has at 
jength been solved. 4 . 
Some time ago Professor Bell was ap- 
pointed to investigate the experiments 
of Professor S. P. Langley, in flying ma- 
chines, and to ascertain whether or not 
any marked progress had been achieved 
in this direction. 

Professor Bell reports that ‘he has in- 


have been disastrous failures and would . 


| exposure to the cowpox brought them to 


a mild extent under the influence of that 
disease, never suffered from the more 
destructive scourge which had carried 
off so many thousands of the human 
race. |From this observation he was 
led to believe that by artificially implant- 
ing the germ of this mild disease he 
could not only provide a substitute for 
innoculation, whieh was but a shade 
better than smallpox, but likewise estab- 
lish a condition which would render the 
system proof against the ravages of that 
disease. 

On the 14th of May, 1796, he made his 
first experiment upon the arm of a young 
man, which resulted in a triumphant 
vindication of his theory. 

Several years later, in 1802, a special 
committee was appointed by parliament 
to inquire into the claims of Dr. Edward 
Jenner, as the author of the greatest 
discovery of the age. This investigation 
resulted in the establishment of his 
claims beyond thé shadow of doubt or 
controversy; and, in recognition of his 
achievement, parliament voted him the 
handsome sum of 10,000 pounds. Again 
in 1807 he was tendered a legislative 
present of twice that amount, making in 
all the equivalent ‘of $150,000. 

After the lapse of a hundred, years, 
the achievement of Dr. Edward Jenner 
is recalled. At Berlin, which may be 
-alled the heart of Europe, a magnificent 
celebration has recently been held in his 
honor. Humanity owes him a vast debt 
and one which continues to grow as 
time advances. Long after those who 
have ‘achieved victories on the battle- 
field shall have been forgotten the mem- 
ory of this great physician will be re- 
membered, not as one who triumphed 
over his fellow-men, but as one who 
triumphed for them.

Is Congress a Political Arena? 

The Baltimore Sun deplores the fact 
that, after five months of mere wrang- 
ling over nothing, the present session 
of congress is about to adjourn with 
no excuse whatever for having squan- 
dered the nation’s money and nothing to 
show for the time which has been con- 
sumed. : 

But The Baltimore Sun is not the only 
newspaper in the country which has 
called attention to the dearth of busi- 
ness which has characterized the present 
session of congress. Even republican 
newspapers have betrayed some consid- 
eration for the pockets of the people, and 
have called attention to the fact that 
such a deviation from the lines of pa- 
triotism cannot be justified even by 
loose ethics of a political campaign. 

Referring to the motives which have 
actuated the republican majority in 
congress during the present session, The 
‘Baltimore Sun has this to say:

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In the report of the recent golden jubilee 
of the Pennsylvania railroag ere are 
some very interesting statistics which go 
to show the wonderful development of 
railway interests of the United States. In 
1852 the Pennsylvania system only owned 
about fifty locomotives and did not have 
more than 1,000 cars of all kinds. Today 
it has 3,400 locomotives and 141,000 cars; 
also 22% barges, steamboats and Fiver 
craft. There are in the system 9,077 miles 
of railroad, and an actual track mileage 
of 15,430 miles. Last year over 160,000,000 
tons of freight were handled by the com- 
pany, and 75,000,00 passengers were hauled 
on its trains. To do this required an 
average daily consumption of 20,000 tons 
of coal. The gross income for 1895 was 
$133,000,000. The combined capitalization of 
the system is $834,000,000, and last year its 
pay roll amounted to $36,000,000, an aver- 
age of over $100,000 a day for salaries 
alone. The employes of the company last 
year.formed an army of 97,000 men.

Deputy Sheriff Greene left last night to 
bring the murderer of Forrest Crowley 
back. 

Chief Connolly no longer has any doubt. 
“Il am positive from what I can learn 
that ihe man under arrest is Myers,” he 
said late last night, after reading over a 
batch of telegrams which passed between 
Fim and the sheriff of @arroll county, Mis- 
souri, yesterday. ° 

All the officers are confident that the 
man is Myers, and Sheriff Barnes thinks 
he has the nervy young murderer at last 
run to carthy 

All messages received yesterday at police 
headquarters strengthened the belief of the 
ofticers. If it is not Myers the entire 
police dey: ment and the Missouri officials 
have bechn badly fooled. Yesterday’s de- 
velopments clinched the evidence that the 
marvelous murderer is again a prisoner. 

Since Chief Conrolly received the first 
telegram announcing the capture cf the 
murderer in Missouri, the city has been in 


a high fever of excitement, and the out- 


come of the report is being watched .with 
the greatest interest. 3 

The wires between Atlanta and the far 
western town were kept Susy all day yes- 
terday with communications between the 
officials of the two places. The authorities 
in Missouri want the big reward, and the 
authorities here want the prisoner, there- 


‘fore, if Myers is really captured it will not 


be long before he once more enjoys the 
hospitality of Fulton county jail. 
Evidence Stronger Than Ever. 

There were a good many new and interest- 
ing developments yesterday which give de- 
cided strength to the theory that Mycrs 
has at Jast been captured. There is really 
little doubt about it. The local officials 
expect to see the escaped prisoner in At- 
lanta before next Saturday night. 

Chief Connolly and Sheriff Barnes were 
in constant communication with Bosworth 
from noon yesterday up to a late hour last 
night, and the dispatches received in At- 
lanta indicate that the sheriff in Missouri 
is confident that he has the right man. 

Deputy Sheriff W. D. Greene left for Bos- 
worth on the 8:20 train last night, and At- 
lantians will know for certain whether 
Myers has been captured or not. 

Sheriff Barnes will send only one man 
after the prisoner, as he believes there will 
be no need for more. Chief Connolly had 
decided at first that he would send a mem- 
ber of his force, but finally came to the de- 
cision that it would be useless. 

It is not known by which route the mur- 
derer will be brovght to Atlanta, but :t 
is most probable that he will not be brought 
through Cobb county, the home of Myers’s 
victim, to -_prevent mob violence. When 
Myers was captured before in Cincinnati 
he was brought through Crowley's terri- 
tory and it was feared that he would be 
lynched. Consequently Chief Connolly was 
accompaned by a good force, and as they 
Passed through Cobb county, the windows 
and doors of thé car were securely fasten- 
ed ang the men stood ready with Winches- 
ter’ rifles, fully expecting an attack, but 
they were agreeably disappointed. 

While such an action on the part of 
the friends of the murdered man is not 
really anticipated by the officers, yet cer- 
tain it is that Myers has no friends in that 
neighborhood, and the officers will be well 
prepared for any emergency. 

Sheriff Barnes stated last night that he 
would probably send .a good force of men 
to meet the party on their return rome- 
where this side of St. Louis, and that the 
prisoner would be given means of 
protection. 

Officer Greene will reach St. Louis tonight 
and as Bosworth is about 2% miles from 
that city, in the northwestern part of the 
State, he will not reach his destinatior 
until early Tuesday morning. He will go 
at once to the jail, and will immediatety 
Wire the local authorities if the man 
der arrest is Mvers. 

Will Send Requisition Papers. 

Sheriff. Barnes was unable to. secure 
requisition papers from Governor Atkin- 
son yesterday, but will do so the tirst 
thing this morning, He will immediately 
mail them to Officer Greene, who cught to 
receive the documents Tuesday night or 
Wednesday morning. ) 

The officer will then start for Atlanta 
with his prisoner, and, if he has no bad 
luck, he ought to be in Atlanta by Thurs- 
day nigh: or Friday morning. It may be 
possible that Myers will consent to return 
without the requisition papers, and if this 
is the case ghe couple ought to be here a 
cay earlier.

Merchants Sign a Petition To Close

In no line of business is it necessary for 
men to work for so many hours per day 
as in a retail grocery store. Hours before 
many of Atlanta’s citizens are out of bed 
each morning the retail grocer has called 
and received tne order for the goods need- 
ed during the day, and, owing to the 
nature and custom of the business, it. was 
an éasy task to secure the signatures of 
many of the merchants, 

The list as it stands is the result of the 
efforts of Mr. M. B. Schlesinger, and he 
has devoted quite a while to making the 
list as complete as it now stands. 

That the grocerymen and their employes 
owe Mr. Schlesinger a debt of gratitude 
is certain, and his efforts for their benefit 
will not be forgotten. : 

Atlanta is probably a pioneer in this 
movement, as she is in many other things, 
and the example is one worthy of being 
followed in other cities. 

The early closing idéa is a popular one 
and in every branch of business it has 
proven a greater benefit in that employes 
are better contented and ample oppor- 
tunity for recreation is. provided. The 
early closing movement of the wholesale 
grocers was started by Mr. Harry Schles- 
enger, a brother of the gentleman who has 
done such a noble work for the retail men.

A Young Atlanta Boy Meets a Tragic 
Fate. 


THE ETOWAH HIS TOMB 


Struck a Rock and Was Instantly 
| Killed. 


HIS BODY NOT RECOVERED YET 


Left Atlanta Saturday and Was Going 
to England—How the Accident 
Happened. 


Robert Dove, a young apprentice in the 
composing room of The Atlanta Journal, 
met a tragic death at Rome yesterday. 

While bathing in the Etowah he dived 
from the bank, striking his head against a 
rock, killing him instantly. His body was 
lost and has not yet been recovered. 

Young Dove was the son of a widowed 
mother and upon his efforts depended her 
sustenance. He has been connected with 
the composing rooms of the evening paper 
for some time and was a good workman. 
For>some time, however, he has been dis- 
satisfied for some reason and Saturday af- 
ternoon announced to a crowd of compan- 
ions that he intended to leave for England, 
where he thought he ,could secure better 
wages. He left in company with Lon 
Stegall, who was his constant companion. 
Yesterday morning the two boys reached 
Rome and decided to go in bathing. They 
Walked out from the town some distance 
and found a convenient place. Neither of 
the boys were acquainted with the place. 
They had been in the water for some time 
when Dove suggested that they dive from 
the bank. Both boys got out on the bank. 
Stegall was standing to one side. Dove 
made a run fora short distance and sprang 
into the water headlong. His young com- 
panion “watched for him to rise. The boy 
remained under water. Stegall stood 
speechless with horror. After diving from 
the bank Dove never again appeared above 
the water. Stegall ran into the city imme- 
diately and gave the alarm. A party went 
out and the river was dragged, but the 
body was not recovered. In making the 
jump Dove had struck his head against a 
rock. 

The young man was well known here. He 
had many friends and was well liked.

DR. STRICKLER FORMALLY AN- 
NOUNCES HIS RESIGNATION. 


The Poctor Makes a Short Speech in 
Which He Gives the Reasons for 
His Decision. 


Dr. George B. Strickler, the present pas- 
tor of the Central Presbyterian church, who 
has accepted the call to the chair of sys- 
tematic theology in the Union Theological 
seminary, at Richmond, Va, made the 
formal announcement of his resignation 
before his congregation at the regular 
church services yesterday morning. 

As is well known, Dr. Strickler has had 
the matter under consideration for some 
time,,and has decided only recently to ac- 
cept the professorship. He gave his con- 
gregation the first official notice of his 
decision yesterday. 

Despite the very warm weather a large 
congregation was present, as it was antici- 
pated that .the famous divine would an- 
nounce his *decision at that time. That 
the message was received with a deep feel- 
ing of sorrow and regret was evidenced by 
the sad expression that was clearly no- 
ticeable on the countenance of every lis- 
tener. 

Dr. Strickler preached one of his usual 
characteristic strong and effective sermons, 
taking his text from Luke x, 9, and draw- 
ing many forceful lessons and illustrations 
from. the parable of the Good Samaratin. 
The doctor preached with his usual elo- 
quence and power, but a close observer 
could see that he was somewhat depressed 
by the sad ordeal Which was to follow. 

After the sermon had been concluded 
and the last hymn.had been sung, pwr. 
Strickler rose and began his sad _ story 
with an inexpressible look of sorrow de- 
picted on his countenance. He spoke very 
briefly, but told of the history of his de- 
cision. The congregation gave the closest 
attention, and a feeling of sincere sorrow 
was visible on the faces of his people who 
had listened to his teachings and kind 
admonitions for over thirteen years. 

The occasion was characterized by no 
display. The doctor told in a very plain 
and simple manner of his resignation and 
of the causes prompting it, and while the 
scene was indeed a sad one, yet there were 
no demonstrations of any kind, and every 
one was impressed with the humble man- 
ner.in which the pastor delivered his mes- 
sage. 

Dr. Strickler spoke in part as follows: 

“IT guess you are aware, through the 
public print, that I have tendered my re- 
signation as pastor of this church to ac- 
cept the cha'r of theology in the Untwua 
Theological seminary at Richmond. I as- 
sure you that this decision has not been 
reached without my very careful and pray- 
erful consideration, and that it {is with a 
great degree of serrow that I have deter- 
mined to surrender the pastorate of this 
church. 

“TIT have been prompted to this decision 
by several reasons. I am of the opinion 
that the new field of labor offers greater 
opportunities for future usefulness in the 
years that. are to come. J] have felt for 
some time that it is my duty to teach and 
encourage young preachers and I. have 
come to this decision on the judgment of 
others more than my own, . 

“Again, my dttties here are becoming 
heavier instead of growing lighter. My 
work at the new fieid will necessarily be 
easier on me, and 1 believe I will be able 
to work ten years longer than if I had 
remained in Atlanta. 

‘Some of the congregations have express- 
ed to me the fear that if I leave the church 
will not prosper as it has done in the past. 
I do not believe such will be the case, 
but if it is this would be only additional 
evidence to me that I am doing right no 
handing in my resignation. If I have not 
been able to place the church on such @ 
foundation that it could stand, then 1] 
think it your duty to secure some one 
who will be more successful. This decision 
is made through no selfish motives, for I 
believe I have been called and have a 
right to go, and I am only acting on the 
advice of those of my brethren who have 
been insisting for some time that the pres- 


ent course is my duty. 
“I heartily thank the ladies of the church 


for their kind*offer of a three months’ tour. 


and vacation in Europe, but I am afraid 
that my change of work and residence will 
necessitate my not accepting the offer. 

“I hope there will be no opposition en 
the part of the officers of the church as to 
‘accepting my resignation, and I am sure 
when my motives are considered there will 
be none.” .

HOW THE CITY IS KEPT CLEAN 
\ 


Chief Veal Calls Attention to the Use 


of Vfell Water in the Summer 
Time. 


Few peuple in Atlanta realize the extent 
and importance of the work being done 
at the present time by the sanjtary bu- 
reau of this city. Few cities in the coun- 
try have so complete a system as is now 
in existence in Atlanta and the results, 
when the size of the force and limited 
appropriation are considered is astonish- 
ing. 

Chief Veal has a force of 210 empioyes 
under his direction and the duties of the 
force consist in keeping clean the sixty- 
eight miles of peved sireets mow in the 
city, the removal of all garbage, filths and 
refuse of all scrts that may coilect in the 
city. 

H» is required to keep in his office ac- 
curate records of all vital statistics, such 
as births, marriages and deaths. The in- 
spection of all plumbing and sewer con- 
nection is looked after by his ofiice and 
the repair and maintenance of the Sewer- 
ge system is added to al] this. 
thousand people and many miles or terri- 
tory over which they are located is con- 
sidered, the,importance of the office may be 
estimated. | 

At the last meeting of the board of 
heaith the semi-monthly statement which 
was filed by Chief Veal contained many 
interesting facts. During the period be- 
tween May Ist and Mey- ls, 18%, the de- 
partment removed 4,293 loads of garbage 
by carts and wagons, an average of almost 
three hundred per day. Of street sweep- 
ings and nignt soil the department remoy- 
ed 886 loads. .

It ’'was necessary out of 57 cases in which 
notices were served to ,abolish nuisances 
to bring only four before the recorder and 
in each case a conviction followed. 

In forty-two instances. tests of milk 
have been made and two chemical analyses 
have been made by a chemist.

The fiting system in: vcegue in the office 
is complete-and statistics of all branches 
of the work are <cvailable at all times. 

The flushing of sewers and cleaning of 
dead onds cf water mains is receiving 
especial attention. Two men have recent- 
ly been specially assigned to this duty 
with such assistants as are necessary. 

The men. assigned to this duty are Known 
as hydrant and sewer inspecteors and one 
of them ias been assigned to the, north 
side, while the other has been assignd 
to the south side of the city. These men 
work from nightfall until daylight and so 
rapidly is the city covered that the muddy 
water formerly so familiar near dead ends 
of water mains has disappeared and the 
constant flushing of the sewers prevent 
the formation of sewer gas with its obnox- 
ious smeil and danger to health. 

Chief Veal is especially anxious to call 
the attention of citizens to the danger 
arising from the use of well water in 
the city. Where the population is large 
wells cannot be healthy, as no matter 
what may be the caution exercised in main- 
taining sewers, there is always enough 
matter in the city to render all water in 
wells unhealthy. Many people imagine be- 
acuse well water is coOlet than the water 
furnished through the city system it is 
purer, but such is not the case. 

At frequent intervals the water in the 
city mains is chemically analyzed and the 
report or ihe chemist carefully preserved 
jhe test made at the McCandless labora- 
tory on the 6th instant shows that despite 
the fact treat a dry spell had lasted for 
over: a month the water was chemically 
pure andl entirely free 
alum and no contamination of 
other sort appeered in the test. 

A map prepared by the office which showz 
the exact Jocaticn in the city of every 
contagious Cisease durirg the last year is 
another strong argument against the use 
of well water. In almost every case the 
sickness could be directly traced to the 
use of well water. 

A citizen residing near what is konwn as 
the Protherton sewer recently compiained 
that the cepartment, by its use of disin- 
fectants on this sewer, had entirely ruined 
the well located on his lot. This sewer is 
a constant menace to the neighborhood in 
which it is located and many wells are 
unhealthy cn account of its proximity. 

The recenily added records of vital sta- 
tistics are valuable and provide records 
that will be useful fn the future.

Gistricts and urder each inspector is a 
force which works und-r its inspector's di- 
rection.

“Mr. President, gevcral days since I gave 
Motice that today ! would ask the unani- 
mous consent tife senate to call up the 
bill (S. 3101) to prphibit issuance of 
bonds or-other jint>rest-bearing obligations 
of the government by the secretary of the 
treasury, or other officer of the fovern- 
meny wiinhout the authority ‘of congress, 
in Grder that 1 might submit some remarks 
upon it. 

“Mr. President, the 
character and would prohibit, should it 
be enacted into law, the issuance of any 
bonds in the-fuiure by the secretary of the 
ireasury unless thereto speciticalty author- 
ized by act of congress. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that there is at present but one law 
upon the statute books under which bonds 
can be issued -by an executive officer of the 
government without the specific authority 
ef congress. That is the act of 1875, com- 
monty known as the resumption act. The 
effect of the bill, if it should become a law, 
would be to repeal practically one portion 
of the act of 1575, to-wit, that portion of it 
which authorizes the secretary of the treas- 
ury to sell bonds for the purpose of rais- 
ing what is known as the redemption fund, 
for the redemption of greenbacks when it 
Were specitically an act to repeal that par- 
ticular portion of the act of 1875, and when 
in the course of my remarks I speak of the 
law I am referring to the act of 1875 and 
that portion of it which gives this authority 
to the secretary @ the treasury.

On the con- 
trary, it is beyond doubt that if the consent

To this fact, which has only ceased to be 


startling because frorn its continued repe- 


we have grown familiar with its enor- 
fity, must be-added the recognized cer- 
tainty that in the future operation of a sys-' 
tem of finance- which under the present 
construction of existing law is the most 
Vicious and suicidal that ever cursed a’ gov- 
ernment and a people, there will inevitably 
be additional issues of bonds unless con- 
gress, in the exercise of its power and in 
performance of what I believe to be its 
Mr.

Jiens of dollars of indebtedness. If in the 
opinion of congress it is a propersthing to

that opinion and acts upon it. 
If,,on the contrary, it is the opinion of 
congress a thing not proper to be done, it 
is an abandooment of the highest duty 
if it fails to prohibit the exercise of such 
power in the future in the most com- 
mand and effective manner Known to its 
powers. It is a responsibility which can 
not be escaped by congress—this respon- 
for the issuance of bonds at the 
will of one man. It is within the power 
of congress to prevent the future issu- 
ance of bonds by the executive department 
With the direct authorization of the law- 
making power. if it defeats the bill which 
prohibits such issuance of bonds in the 
future by the executive department, by 
Such action congress takes the responsi- 
bility of justifying such future issuance. 
If congress refuses or fails to take any 
action one way or the other, and by such 
refusal or failure permits to stand un- 


‘repeaied the eXisting law under which the 


power to issue bonds without limit is 
Claimed and éxefcised by the executive 
departmeni, it is practically an approval 
by congress of the continued exercise of. 
such power. We cannot escape the re- 
sponsibility. We cannot screen ourseives 
under the plea that it is the act of the 
executive department and that it is not 
by congress. The bends are 
by the executive department 
a law which it is with- 
power of congress to re- 
Without that law the executive 
department will have no power in the fu- 
ture to make further issues of bonds. If 
We permit the law to stand on the statute 
book, we sanction the future issues’. of 
bonds by the executive, and the respon- 
sibitity is ours.

If we 
do not repeal the law, they will be issued. 
'Therefore, either in our action or non- 
action the question whether these bonds 
shail be -issued in the future is to be de- 
termimed by us, and the responsibility is 
the responsibility of congress.

We approve the taw, and we will further 
Say to the people that, as we are certain 
thai the executive -ofiicer. will under this 
law tssue mote bonds in the future in the 
Sante manner as has been done in the 
past, we approve what this officer has 
done in the issuance of bonds under this 
law, and we justify and warrant his doing 
the same thing time and again in the 
future. :

PThe requirement for the repeal of the 
existing law fs not the demand of genti- 
ment. It is not for the promotion of the 
interests of any one particular political 
party, except in_so far as such interest 
may be affected by the support of, or the 
opposition to, the repeal by such political 
party. It is demanded by the immeasurabie 
interest and the conceéeueu right of the 
people that they should not he burdened 
with debt except by the votes of their 
chosen representatives in congress. It is 
demanded by. the = experience of the 
last two years—the great object lesson 
by which is shown the consequences ot 
such royal power when placed in the 
hands of an yone man. It 4s,-above all, 
demanded that there may be preserved 
the bounds set by the constitution upon 
executive power, and that the legitimate 
duties and powers and responsibilities de- 
volved by the constitution™ upon congress 
chall be exercised by congress, and shall 
not be delegated to any other department 
of the government, or to any one man, 
whoever he may be, or whatever office he 
may hoid. 
if there is- one thing in the constitution 
clearer than any other oné thing, it is the 
intention that congress alone shall have 
the power to create a debt, or levy and 
collect taxes for the payment of debt,or 
for any other purpose.

In the history of the English-speaking 
race there’ is nothing more important than 
the achievement, through the struggles of 
centuries, of the rifjht of the people to 
control taxation ard expenditure through 
their representatives. No cost and no 
sacrifice have. been deermed too great a 
price for this inestimable right. And, sir, 
| think it mray be safely said that no part 
of the Knglish-speaking people has ever 
voluntarily surrendered this right. 
No part of this ‘ liberty-loving,  self- 
ruling race has ever intentionally 
conferred upon the executive head 
of its government the power to 
levy and collect taxes, and to 
expend the reverues derived therefrom, re- 
girdliess of the wishes, and in oppos:tion 
to the will of their representatives. 

'The constitution of the United States 
mest carefuJly guards and limits to con- 
gless the right and the duty to create debt, 
to levy and collect taxes, and to make and 
control expenditure of the public money. 
After the preamble, the first line in the 
constitution is as follows: 

“All legislative power herein granted 
shall be vested in a congress of the United 
States, which shall consist of a senate and 
house of representatives.’’ 

The creation of debt, the levy of taxes; 
and the appropriation of the public money 
are among the highest legislative powers. 
But, not contert with this general author- 
ization, the constitution, in that magznifi-. 
cent enumeraion of the great powers of 
congress, in: the first clause of such enum- 
eration provides that congress shall have 
power ‘to lay and collect taxes’’ and “to 
pay the debts of the United States.” 

In the second clause of these enumerated 
powers is that ‘‘to borrow money on t'g 
credit of the United States.” 

The final elause of this enumeration con- 
fers upon congress the duty “to make 
atl laws which shall be necessary and 
proper to carry rinto execution the fore- 
going powers.”’ 

What powers? Why, undoubtedly the 
powers conferred on congress, It is made 
the duty of congress to pass all laws which 
Wav be necessary to enable congress to 
exercise the great powers therein conferred 
upon it. There is nothing which can be 
construed into authority to congress to 
pass laws by which these great powers, the 
execution of which is devolved upon con- 
gress, may, by delegation thereof, be ex- 
ercised by the executive branch lof the 
government. They are to be exercised by 
congress, and by congress only. Any de- 
vice by which the great powers of creating 
debt, or levying taxes, or appropriating 
money, are practically taken away from 
congress, and practically conferred upon 
the executive branch of the government, is 
a violation of the letter and-of the spirit 
of the constitution. 

The enumeration of the powers of the 
executive contains: nothing looking to the 
creation of debt, the levying of taxes, or 
the appropriation of the public money. 
Outside of the appointment of officers and 
the official intercourse with foreign govern- 
ments, almost ali of the duties of the ex- 
ecutive head may be included in the one 
Sentence in the constitution, ‘‘He shall 
take care that the laws be faithfully ex- 
ecuted.”’ 

It is not for any executive officer to 
make law, nor is it for congress to confer 
upon any executive officer powers the 
discharge of which enables him in his 
discretion to determine what amount of 
public debt shall be incurred and what 
amount of taxes shall be levied and col- 
lected for the poyment of such debt. Such 
power and the duty to exercise it belongs 
to congress only. Jt cannot be constitu- 
tionally delegated to the executive branch

of the government. 


Despite this careful gonstitutional limita- 
tion of legislative powers, and particularly 
of the debi-creating. power, to congress, 
it is not to be denied that the power is now 
law, under its present construction, 
lodged in‘the executive department, and in 
one officer of that department, at his single 
will and in his sole discretion, to enforce 
taxation and expenditure practically with- 
out limit, and under this law this auto- 
cratic power is exercised not only in the 
absence of the assent of the people, but 
directly in opposition to their wishes and 
to the wishes of their chosen representa- 
tives. Cgngress practically has nothing to 
do in the premises but to obediently, and 
as a matter of formality, levy the taxes 
and appropriate the money which the ex- 
ecutive officer has himself also practically 
levied and appropriated in the contraction 
of a debt which must be paid without hesi- 
tation and without question. 

But for the credit of the American people 
I am giad to De able to say, as I shall at- 
tempt to prove, that in the passage of the 
act of 1875 there was no intention to confer 
such a power on an executive officer, and 
that there was nothing in the terms of the 
act under the conditions then existing 
which would justify the contemplation of 
the exercise of such power under it at any 
time. 

The act of 1875, as modified by the act of 
1878, does not, it is true, confer in terms 
upon the secretary of the treasury the 
power to levy taxes and to appropriate and 
disburse the money collected from the peo- 
ple through Such taxation. But. it in 
effect practically the same thing. Under 
tbe law as construed by the executive de- 
partment, the secretary of the treasury has 
the power, in his discretion, to create debt 
ard to issue interest-bearing bonds the 
vevidence thereof. When he issues in the 
name of the government one hundred mill- 
ions of bonds, it is mo longer a question in 
the discretion of congress whether the hun- 
Gred million dollars with the amount of the 
interest thereon, shall be collected from the 
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can be clearly shown, that in its enactment | 


congress never designed to confer upon 
the executive branch the power now exer- 
cised under ite While the law as comstrued 
by the executive department undoubtedly 
now confers upon the executive officer the 
power to create debt practically without 
limit, and while it is equally true that this 
law in its present operation practically con- 
fers on him the additional power to enforce 
the levying of taxes and the disbursement 
of public money in accordance with his un-. 
restrained discretion and will, it is never- 
theless also true that it was not the origi- 
nal intent or contemplation of the statute 
to confer such power, and that there was 
nothing in its terms, under the conditions 
then existing, to justify the anticipation 
that any’ such power could be exercised 
under it by an executive officer. 

The ministerfal act of signing and issuing 
the bonds of the. government has always 
been delegated to the executive depart- 


ment, but the determination of what bonds ; is assuréd 


should be issued, and when and in what 
amount, has always been kept within the 
control of congress. It may be safely said 
that from the foundation of the government 
the issuance of bonds has been either for 
the purpose of borrowing money or_ for 
the funding or renewal of an existing debt. 
In either case the discretion has been ex- 
clusively exercised by congress in the is- 
suance of such bonds. If a certain sum of 
money was to be borrowed, the executive 
department was directed to negotiate and 
issue bonds in the amount necessary to 
procure the same. If a debt was to be 
funded, or refunded, the executive depart- 
ment was directed in the same manner to 
issue the amount of bonds required for the 
purpose. In each instance the executive 
department, in issuing the bonds, was but 
the agency of the legislative department, 
and acting strictly within the limits pre- 
scribed by the latter department. 

The act of 1875 was, when enacted, no ex- 
ception to this general rule. The purpose 
of the act was to provide a fund by which 
the jegal tender notes of the government, 
should be paid in coin when presented for 
redmption. 

The amount of these legal tender notes 
was known, and when the law authorized 
the secretary of the treasury to negotiate 
and issue. bonds at not less than par to an 
extent necessary to redeem all legal ten- 
der notes presented for payment, it Was 
in the contemplation of that act in author- 
ity to issue bonds in an amount not ex- 
ceeding the total amount of legal tender 
notes then outstanding. In the enactment 
of that law congress never ,intended to. 
clothe the secretary of the treasury with 
unlimited power to issue bonds in his dis- 
cretion, and there was nothing in the con- 
ditions then existing to warrant the con- 
templation of congress that the law could 
ever have such effect. If the original 
act had been carrid out as designed, there 
would have been simply the exchange of 
one form of indebtedness for another by 
the government, without increasing the 
amount of such indebtedness. For the le- 
gal tender notes bonds in equal or less 
amount would have been substituted. 

Under this act a portion of the legal ten- 
ders were redeemed and canceled. Finding 
that the cancellation of the legal tenders 
was too violently contracting the currency, 
the act of IS78 was passed requiring that tne 
legal tender notes when redeemed should 
not be canceled, but should again be reis- 
sued to the. treasury department. By this 
latter act the whole nature of the act of 
1875 was changed. From an act authoriz- 
ing an issue of bonds which could not ex- 
ceed the amount of greenbacks, it Was con- 
verted into an act which put into the hands 
of the secretary of the treasury practically 


f unlimited power to issue bonds in his dis- 


cretion. The effect-in this regard of this 
act of 1878 was not foreseen by congress 
at the time of its:enactment, or doubtless 
at the same time the act of 1875 would have 
been further amended by withdrawing from 
secretary of the treasury the power 
to issue bonds and reserving to congress 
ty whom it legitimately belonged, to au- 
thorize thereafter such specific issues of 
bonds, upon such terms and under such 
conditions, as might be required for the 
redemption of the greenbacks. The poss.- 
bilities of bond issues under this act. of 
1875 as modified by the act of 1878 did not 
become apparent for many years thereafter. 
Such possibilities never would have been 
developed if the department had adhered 
to what was recognized for years as the 
law, and which I conceive still: to be the 
law, that the authority to issue bonds was 
given by the statute only to be exercised 


“when ther was not in the treasury, derived 


from any source, legal tender coin in suffi- 
cient amount with which .to redeem the 
greenbacks: presented for payment. Not 
only is it plainly the correct construction 
of the resumption act that the government 
should exercise the option as to which 
legal tender coin it would use in the pay- 
ment of its obligations, but this construc- 
tion was recognized in the practice of the 
government for more than ‘fifteen years. 
Not only so, but the right and intention 
of the government to exercise such option 
is emphatically announced in the act of 
July 14, 1890, commonly known as the Sher- 
man act. I will ask the secretary to read 
the portion of the act of 18390 which is 
marked. 

The vice ‘president: The 
read as indicated. 

The secretary read as follows: 

“That upon demand of the holder of the 
treasury notes herein provided for the sec- 
retary of the treasury shall, under such 
regulations as he may prescribe, redeem 
such notes. in gold or silver coin, at his 
discretion, it being the established policy 
of the United States to maintain the two. 
metals on a parity with each other upon 
the present legal ratio or such ratio as may 
be provided by iaw."’ 

Referring again to the act of 189)—and I 
say that the act of 1893 was practically a 
repitition of the same declaration on the 
part of the government—it directly asserts 
the policy of the government to maintain 
at the present ratio, 16 to 1, (that much- 
derided phrase of the act of 1890~—it does 
not say 16 to 1, but it says present icgal 
rotio, and that is 16 to ji), the _ parity 
between the legal tender. gold coin 
and the legal tender silver coin 
by tke exercise of this option on the’part 
of the government, and by refusing to per- 
mit the creditor to exercise his option in 
the premises. It not only asserts the gen- 
eral public policy as to the payment of all 
its obligations, but it unqualifiedly com- 
mands the secretary of the treasury to 
exercise that option in the payment of the 
treasury notes to be issued under that act. 

The recent contention fs that parity bé- 
tween the gold legal tender coin and the 
silver legal tender coin is to be only main- 
tained in the same way that parity is 
naintained between a gold dollar and a 
paper dollar, and that is by eiving to the 
creditor the right to choose which of them 
he will receive in payment’ of his debt. 
But the recegnized construction of the law 
fer more than fifteen years and the plain 
assertion and command of the act of 1890 
was that parity between the gold dollar 
and the silver dollar was to be maintained 
by treating each as standard money and 
by requiring the creditor to-reeceive either 
which the government in its discretion 
might choese to offer him. 

With all respect to those who differ with 
me, it is te my mind an absurdity to call 
that a parity between two coins which per- 
mits a creditor to refuse to receive the 
cne and gives him the right to demand 
the other. But, however this may be in 
theory, the law recognized in practice by 
the executive department, which gives to 
the public creditor the right to demand and 
receive gold to the exclusion of legal ten- 
der silver, is law made by the executive 
department and not by the constitutional 
lawmaking- department. The making of 
this law by executive order and the -en- 
forcement of it in practice, is a plain, pal- 
pable, undeniable usurpation of legislative 
functions by the officer of the executive 
department. It is not, only without the 
sanction of the legislative department, but 
airectly in conflict with the laws which 
it has passed and with the resolutions 
which it has adonted, 

It is. not, however, my purpose in this 
connection to discuss at length the ques- 


secretary wilt 
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resence of a representative le 
ranch, freely chosen by the BB maga 
acting in the discharge of its legitimate 
legislative functions without hindrance 
restraint or attempted encroachment by the 
executive department. In every govern- 
ment, however degpotic, there is found the 
executive department, and, as a practical 
necessity, also a judicial department. But 
a free representative legislature, free in its 
selection and free in the exercise of its 
powrs, is only found in a free government 
and wherever found there exists free gov- 
ernment. The presence of the one insures 
the existence of the other. To the degree 
in which the executive department en 
croaches upon the legislative powers, or in 
which the legislative department volunta- 
rily ore carelessly surrenders its powers to 
the executive department, to the same de- 
gree is there a- departure from the standard 
of a free representative gOvernment. It is 
a delusien to conclude that free government 
by the mere existence of a re p- 
| resentative branch, nominally and formally 
performing legislative functions. It has 
been my fortune to look upon a legislative 
assembly in which'gthe members had been 

racticaily designated and chosen by the 
executive, and in which during several sit- 
tings witnessed by myself the bills which 
were presented for action, and which had 
been ptepared by’ the executive department, 
elicited from no member present either 
motion or suggestion or comment. W hen 
these bills were put upon their passage 
the roll call in every instance failed to show 
a single negative vote. And more than 
that, during those several sittings there 
was never, by any member, a motion, a 
suggestion or a discussion upon any sub- 
ject or measure, They did not meet to de- 
liberate, or to discuss, or to legislate, 
but only to obey the executive or- 
ders. They simply voted unanimously in 
the affirmative upon the bills which had 
been prepared for them, and adjourned. A\}- 
though noninally a representative legisla- 
tive body, they were in fact but the agents 
to register in the form of law the arbitrary 
edicts of the executive. 

No, Mr. President, it is not to be feared 
that any legislative body in the United 
States will ever be reduced to such slavish 
subserviency to executive will and dicta- 
tion. Such a condition is an impossibility 
tomenof our race. There is ceftainly no 
present indication that they will be reduced 
to silence. But while it is not to be appre- 
hended that we will ever reach such an ex- 
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treme, it is not to be denied that whenever 
there is a surrender by the legislature to 
the executive of any of the powers belonging 
to the former, to that extent there is such 
Ssubserviency. In the domain of federal 
legislation, among the most important sub- 
jects are the creation of public debt, the 
levying and collection of taxes, and appro- 
priation to expenditure of the money thus 
collected from the people. And when we 
permit to stand unrepealed the law which 
in @ very large measure practically aban- 
dons to the’execitive department the legis- 
lative functions in regard to these import- 
ant subjects, we stand in our subserviency, 
as respects them, in no better position than 
does the legislative body of which I have 
spoken and which as to all measures of 
legislation simply obeys the, command of 
the executive. . 

_ At this very session, and I am glad to 
see the chairman of the committee on ap- 
propriations sitting before me when I make 
the assertion, in the appropriation bills are 
found $10,000,000 in round numbers to pay 
the annual interest on the $262,000,000 of 
bonds which within the past two years 
have been issued by the executive depart- 
ment under this law. Can it be said that 
in the appropriation of this $10,000,000 of in- 
terest congress has done anything more 
than carry out the edict of the executive 
department? 

I am simply calling attention to the fact 
that a large amount of money, to-wit: 
$10,000,000, which will represent in round 
numbers the -interest accruing upon the 
$262,000,000 of bonds issued, as an amount 
of interest that this congress is bound to 
recognize, and it has to make provision 
for the payment of it. It eannot exercise 
any discretion, either to interfere with 
anv existing law or to make any new pro- 
vision which would interfere with it in 
any way. That law is under the control 
of congress, as any: other law is. I think 
it ought to stand.’ The senator from Iowa 
(Mr. Allison) must not.misunderstand me 
about that. I am speaking of the fact 
that this is a debt which has been cre- 
ated by executive order: that. it did not 
originate im any specific legislative enact- 
ment. I am simply illustrating the fact 
that in the creation of the debt by execu- 
tive order there \s the practical absorp- 
tion of the legislative functions by the 
executive department: that when -it cre- 
ates the debt, whicy must be paid, con- 
gress no’longer hag any discretion as to 
whether it will pay it, and it is the same 
thing as if the exeeutive department had 
power to order its payment. That is the 
purpose for which T allude to it. ' 

The national honor requires that this 
interest on these bonds shall .be paid, 
Whenever the principal debt is created by 
the executive in issuing bonds. congress 
has no discretion, but is under compulsion 
to appropriate money for the purpose, and 
is under equal compulsion to collect from 
the people by taxation the necessary 
amount of money. And so on to the end 
until the maturity of these bonds issued 
by the executive, congress, without the 
exercise of any discretion and under com- 
pulsion, must each year levy taxes and 
practically make appropriation to the 
amount of $10,000,000 to pay this annual 
interest until the aggregate of interest 
will amount to more than $250,000,000. And 
at the end the principal debt of $262,000,000 
must also be paid, and the people must be 
taxed to this amount without the exercise 
of any discretion or will on the part of 
congress, but under direct. absolute com- 
pulsion to levy the taxes and appropriate 
the money. 

Mr. President, of course it must be recog- 
nized that not only in the case of these par- 
ticular bonds issued through executive or- 
der, but also in the case of bonds issued by 
specific act of congress, the national honor 
is pledged and the principal and interest 
must be paid, that there can be the exercise 
of no discretion’ by congress as to such 
payment, and. that the congress in_ office 
at the time of their maturity is under an 
obligation. which cannot be disregarded to 
provide the necessary money and to appro- 
priate the same to such payment. 

But the two cases are radically different. 
In each case it is the obligation*of the orig- 
inal contract which takes away from con- 
gress any future discretion as to the appro- 
priation of money for its payment. In the 
latter case the obligation to pay, contracted 
through the exercise of the discretion and 
will of congress, and the final payment by 
congress are in their beginning and ending 
the acts of the legislat_ve depariment, acting 
throughout within its constitutional func- 
tions. , 

But in the former case, where the execu- 
tive officer acts in his discretion under a 
power delegated by a general law, the ex- 
ecutive department alone exercises the dix->» 
cretion and will by which the obligation 
is created, and under which the compulsion 
of payment is laid upon congress. 

It is too plain for serious dispute that fn 
the issuance of bonds under this existing 
law, and in the exercise of his discretion 
and will in such issuance, asking neither 
yea or nay of anyone, the executive officer 
practically performs the legislative func- 
tions in the creation of debt, and in the 
taxation and appropriation required for the 
discharge of that debt. 

In a great matter vitally affecting the in- 
terest of the people, the protection of whicn 
has by the constitution been particularly 
and exclusively confided as a duty to the 
legislative department, the executive com- 
mands and congress has bus to obey. In 
truth, Mr. President, the office performed 
by congress in this regard hardly rises 
to the dignity of obedience. This highest 
legislative body  becames scarcely more 
than the pawn moved upon the govern- 
mental chessboard:by the executive hand. 

The legislative is, under the constitution, 
the highest brari¢h of this government. 
f all other branches of 
‘the government dge*.answerable as 
tribunal of final power. FO it have been 
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committed by the constitution the great 
e0vernmental functions and powers, with 
the particular design and intent that they 
shall not be exercised by the executive; 
that, Wrested as they were from the grasp 
of kings, these powers should never again 
be Within the control of any one man. 
‘Upon those clothed with these high prero- 
gatives rests the strongest obligation to 
carefully see to it that the exercise of 
these great powers, or of any one of 
them, shall not intentionally, or through 
inadvertance, pass from the legislative 
to the executive department. 

It may seem idle to seriously discuss 
the encroachment by the executive upon 
the legislative department; but it is not 
without significance not only that con- 
gress should contentedly acquiesce in the 
practical and continued exercise of the 
most important legislative functions by 
the executive department through the 
means of this bond law, but that a sub- 
altern in the treasury department should 
openly set at naught the commands. of 
regularly enacted law, and no movement 
be made in congress to return him by the 
shortest route to the avocations of pri- 
vate life. 3 
It bodes no good to the constitutional 
limitations of the great departments of 
our government that such things can be. 
The cloud on the horizon may not be 
larger tham a man’s hand, but it is plain- 
ly discernible, and it may in time over- 
Spread the entire heavens. 

From exercising legislative functions by 
the executive department it is but one 
step to the influence and control of elec- 
tions by the same department, and the 
control of the elections by the executive 
department means the absolute domina- 
tion and dictation of legislation. 

The time when encroachment upon richt 


‘should be resisted is in its beginnirfg. The 


point at which té grapple with an invader 
is where he first sets foot upon the border. 

Mr. President, what has been already 
done under this bond law cannot be un- 
done. The evil which has already been 
accomplished must be endured The 
mountain of debt »which has been piled 
up on the people must be borne for the 
period of a generation. and every year 
during that full period the earnings of 
every Branch of industry must be taxed 
for its payment. This enormous and un- 
necessary debt has added not one dollar 
of value to the products of the field. of 
the mine, of the factory, or of the fruits 
of any other productive enterprise. And 
yet it must be paid by the people of this 
country to the last dollar, principal and 
jnterest, aggregating the vast sum of 
more than $500,000,.000: and among all the 
people there is no one who is personally 
SO poor or whose.avocation is so humble 
but what he will each year pay his por- 
tion of it.. Out of the pittance of the poor 

well as out of the abundance 
of the rich the government will 
each year collect a tax for the 
payment of the principal and interest of 
this borded debt thus created by executive 
order. No one will escape. Each and every 
one in the whole Isnd must pay his 
rortion. 

But, however fixed and ftrretrievable is 
this calamity of the past, the fact cannot 
be too strongly emphasized that if this 
bond law is permitted to stand unrepealed, 


' c¢ngress, in so doing, with the full knowl- 


edge of its.practical operation, is deliber- 
ately and designedly surrendering to the 
executive department for the future the 
legislative power over the great and vital 
subjects of contraction of debt, the levying 
of taxes, and the appropriation of money. 
Not only so, but in refusing to repeal this 
bond law, congress will furthermore be 
corsentirg that for the sole purpose of 
maintaining the gold. standard, a¥-é still 
further bonded debt of hundreds of millions 
of principal and interest already contracted 
through executive order ‘to be paid for this 
purvose. And vet ore: in refusing to re- 
real this bond law*congress will be also 
consenting that the greenback currency 
shall be withdrawn from circulation to the 
same amount for which bonds are issued. 
Congress must he assumed to consent to 
that which it knows will certainly occur 
when it refuses to exercise the power it has 
to prevent it. , 

There is no one so credulous as to believe 
that with this bond law unrepealed. the is- 
suance of bonds by the executive depart- 
ment has ended. It is not to be doubted 
that more bonds are to be issued to main- 
tain the gold standard, and not for the 
purpose of paying the expenses of the 
government. I have, upon a former oc- 
casion in the senate, quoted this statement 
of the president, and I quote it again, be- 
cause,.in my optnion, the fact cannot be 
too strongly or too often pressed home to 
the knowledge and the realization of the 
people that this stupendous debt of $262,000,- 
000, which with the interest will amount 
to more than $500,000,000, has been laid upon 
their weary shoulders, not to pay any debt 
of the government, not to pay any expenses 
of the government, but solely and exclu- 
sively to maintain the gold standard, What- 
ever may’ have been the dfsposition made 
of any part o% the proceeds of these bonds, 
the assertion of the president is that they 
were issued to maintain gold payments. 

It cannot be too often repeated that the 
people of the United States have been, 
through an executive order, loaded with a 
debt of $262,000,000, besides an equal amount 
in interest, as the money price they have 
been required to pay for maintaining the 
gold standard for a little more than two 
years; and there is every indication that in 
the succeeding twelve months there will 
be added to this another payment by the 
people of certainly $100,000,000 of bonds, 
and probably twice that amount. This 
tribute which the people have already been 
compelled to pay in time of peace, solely 
to maintain the gold standard, added to 
the additional payments which, in all 
probability, will be exacted of them in an- 
other year, will; with the accruing inter- 
est, equal the amount which Germany, with 
the pent-up animosity of a century, exacted 
as “a ransom from France when she lay 
crushed and helpless at the mercy of her 
hereditary foe. 

While one creditor has as much right as 
another to demand gold, itis nevertheless 
true that, with one exception, all the cred- 
itors of the government, excepting only one 
class, are content to be paid in silver, and, 
with that exception, practically all of them 
are now paid in silver or silver certificates. 
But whenever this favored class of public 
creditors, those who seem to be the chief 
objects of the concern and/ solicitude of 
the government, those who toil neither in 
the field, nor in the mine, nor in the facto- 
ry, nor in the ‘workshop, but who each 
year gather untold wealth for themselves 
out of the products of thé toilers in these 
and other spheres of productive industry, 
when they demand gold it is given them, 
to be again paid to this class when they call 
for it. Under this law and, its practical 
operation, as administered by the executive 
department, our people are to be buried 
neck deep in debt in order that’ we may 
sav to this favored class, and through them 
to’all the world, ‘“‘Here is gold; come and 


get it.’’ 
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Each time the gold is drawn out the load 
of public debt is increased in fabulous 
amounts: each time the greenbacks and 
treasury notes to an equal amount are 
locked up in the treasury. At the same 
time that the public indebtedness is in- 
creased, the currency of the country is 
contracted. When the last bond issue was 
made in February. one hundred millions 
of the paper currency of the country was 
withdrawn from the circulation of the 
country and locked up in the treasury, and 
more than that amount is there today, 
practically useless for the business needs 
of the country, while a corresponding 
anrount of injerest-bearing debt is de- 
manding and ‘exacting increased tribute 
from the people. There has already be- 
gun the outflow of the gold gathered into 
the treasury .but vesterday at such stu- 
pendous cost. Thirteen million dollars of 
it has gong, and‘of this $8,000,000 went in 
the past week. os 

Is there a senator who doubts tre fact 
that this drain of gold will continue and 
that within a few months it will be gone, 
and that under the existing law and the es- 
tablished practice of the executive depart- 
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unrepaled upon the statute book gives the 
opportunity for this practical destruction 
of the paper currency of the government. 
It has already been partially accomplished. 
Unless in the repeal of this bond iaw Wwe 
arrest the further progress, it can not be 
doubted that in the near future it will be 
accomplished in a much Jarger degree, if 
not in its totality. 

In his last annual message the president 
recommended to congress the retirement 
and cancellation of the greenbacks and the 
issuance of interest bearing bonds in lieu 
thereof. The proposition was unqualifiedly 
condenmed by the utterances of senators 
and representatives of every political party 
in congress, and never commanded sufficient 
support to secure even the introduction of 
a bill to carry it into effect. 

What congress refused to do by legisla- 
tion, and what ordinarily could not have 
been accomplished without legislation, the 
executive department has, under the exist- 
ing bond law, accomplished to the amount 
of $100,000,000 by an executive order. The 
tide has already turned; 
repetition has already begun, and in a 
brief period of time another hundred of 
millions of greenbacks will be retired by 
another executive order, not only without 
legislative enactment, but in the face of 
the refusal of congress to make such leg- 
islative enactment. And here again we 
have, in the practical operation of this un- 
repealed law, the legislative power practi- 
cally put into the hands of the executive, 
and the practical abandonment by con- 
gress of the high legislative functions ex- 
clusively confided to it by the constitution. 
Under this law not only has the executive 
the powers properly belonging exclusively 
to the legislative branch—to contract debt, 
to force the levying of taxegsand the mak- 
ing of appropriations—but also the power to 
retire and practically destroy for business 
purposes the greenback currency\ as effectu- 
allv as if canceled by an act of congress. 
This is the practical exercise by the 
executive department cf the highest legis- 
lative functions. 

There is still another feature of this 
bond law in its practical operation under 
which the executive department exercises 
powers properly and exclusively belonging 
to the legislative department. Lah 

And now I come to the particular part 
to which the distinguished senator from 
lowa (Mr. Allison) cailed my attention, 
ani I beg his attenticn to the suggestion 
which I t.ave to make upon it, 
seems to me to be of the most vital char- 
acter for the consideration of congress.

His Sad Death. 

Up td 5 o'clock last Friday afternoon 
Mr. Buckham was in comparatively good 
health, and his death was very sudden and 
unexpected. For the p&st six months he 
has been traveling over the south and 
particularly in. Florida for his health and 
for pleasure. Though not invery bad 
health the climrate of New York did not 
azree with him and for _that reason he 
came south. 

His visit to this city was the first that 
he had ever made here and he was highly 
pleased with Atlanta, When first he 
came here ne had only -intended to stay 
for two days, but was so pleased with the 
city and people that he decided to spend 
two weeks here. 

Friday afternoon he went for a ride 
around the nine-mile cirele and was in 
excellent spirits, laughing and joking with 
those who accompanied him. On the re- 
turn trip the car stopped in front of the 
door of the hotel to allow him to alight. 
He was rather feeble, being eighty-four 
years old, and the fact that the street car 
men were kind enough to let ‘him off in 
front of the door pleased him greatly. 

Upon arriving at his room he complaiug@d 
of feeling warm and having trouble with 
his breathing. On the continuance of the 
trouble he decided to dress himself and go 
out for a breath of fresh air. Sefore he

Sketch of His Life. 

Mr, George Kuckham was. born in Edin- 
burg, Scotland, in the year 1812. He was 
the son of an eminent physician of that 
place who came to this country when his 
s0n Was seven years of age and took up 
his residence in the city of New York. 
Mr. Buckham was educated in one of the 
leading colleges of this country, and took 
a course in one of the best law schools. 

At the age of twenty-one he began the 
practice of law, making a world-wide 
reputation as one of the ablest lawyers 
who ever practiced in the courts of New 
York city. At the time of his death he 
Was connected with the firm of Buckham, 
Smales & Walker, one of the heading law 
firms in that city, he being the senior 
partner, though not doing any practice. 
Before CTeveland was elected president of 
the United States he was a member of 
th ftirm of Mr. Buckham and it was 
through the influence of his connection 
with this firm that he was able to become 
buch ‘an able lawyer. 

About twenty years ago Mr. Buckham’s 
wife died, and since that time he hag been 
traveling over the world spending the 
millions that he has accumulated. He has 
been all over Europe and Asia, and there 
is hardly a portion of the United States 
that had not received a visit from him. 

Though he had visited almost every city 
in the United States, he said a few hours 
before his death, that Atlanta was one of 
the very best cities that he had ever visit- 
ed and that the people were of the kindest 
and nrost hospitable disposition of any 
that he had ever seen. 

His Funeral Wednesday. 

The body will be taken to New York 
today at 12 o’clock and it is likely that the 
funeral will take place Wednesday at 10 
o'clock in the morning. 

Mr. Buckham was the eldest member of 
the Presbyterian church on Fifth avenue, 
of which Dr. Hall has for a great length 
of time been pastor, and his funeral will 
of course take place from that church. 

Mr. Buckham was for seventy-seven 
years a resident of New York city and the 
egperad part of that time he was a mem- 
vez of the Presbyterian church. The ser-

Was Found in a Dying Condition by 
a Negro Man—The Inquest

Ida Weaver, a young woman twenty 
years of age, and an inmate of a house on

rom what can be learned it seems that 
her death is the result of a one-sided love 
affair. She loved a soldier and her love was 
not returned. Late Saturday night she 
Was seen at the barracks and left there 
on the last car. Early yesterday morning 
as the first car rolled up to the platform 
she was seen to alight from it and go to- 
ward the barracks. 

She went to the gate of the post, so it 
seems, and the hour being too early for any 
one to be allowed inside, she went off down 
the Campbellton road toward Golden Gates. 
It must have been her intention to try once 
more to prevail upon the soldier to plight 
his troth and if this time she failed, to 
take the poisonous drug and thus end her 
existence on earth. 

She most likely thought over her position 
when alone and became despondent and de- 
cided that the best course to pursue would 
be to end her life at once and thus md 
herself.and her faithless lover of any more 
trouble. Hers is a sad story, all.of which 
will probably never be knowfh.
